JAMES R. 

Eicht trustie and right welbeloved cosen and coun- 
sallor and right trustie and welbeloved counsellours, We 
greet you well ; It could not bot be verie grievous unto 
usy if the earnest desyre whiche we have long had to 
visite that our native and ancient kingdome of Scot- 
land, sould be mett at oar arrivall there with ane un- 
welcome coldnes of a nomber of our goode subjectis in 
that cUntpey, and that by the occasion of a prejudged 
opinion hi nutnie of our peoples heartis, grounded upoun
